JUST WHAT IT INOICATES 


Farmers of Conscription Age Ex­ 
pecting Exemption—Board Has 
Disagreeable Task 


Clerk George Moore today re 
ceivdd instryctions 
from the United 
States, provost 
marshal, 
General 
Crowder, sent through Jesse Esch- 
>augh, 
state conscription 
agent, 
which indicate that there will be no 
pxempt ons from conscription on ac­ 
count of occupation. 
, 
This will be a big disappointment 
to many persons because the feeling 
aas prevailed that farmers’ sons of 
military age could claim and would 
receive exemption from military ser­ 
vice because of their occupation and 
the part they played in the greater 
rops production movement. The in- 
tructions make it manifest that ex- 
mption may^be claimed for* physi­ 
cal disability. The instructions read 
in part as follows:

tence of the paragraph 
at the

22. 
Substitute 
therefor the following: ‘Deal out

“Substitute for the words ‘Oc­

“Change the heading, of Col­ 
umn 4 and 11 on form 2, ‘Sum- * 
marization blank’ to read ‘Pro­ 
bable Exemptions not indicated 
in Columns 1, 2 and 3.’ ”

4.—The 
gov­ 
ernment intends to draft 625,000 on 
the first call following registration. 
This information was given the sen­ 
ate military 
committee 
today 
by 
Provost Marshall General Crowder. 
The 125,000 men abfive the first 
500.000 increment will he plaeed in 
training camps 
to fill vaegncies of 
the men who 
have 
gone 
tnrough 
sickness or death. 
Crowder emphasized the fact that 
no class of men will be exempted as 
a whole from service in America’s 
army as such a system 
would en­ 
danger the government’s plan to get 
1.500.000 men from 
the 10,000,000 
expected to register. 
Meanwhile the department of jus­ 
tice has sidetracked all other busi­ 
ness for the enforcement of the reg­ 
istration law. 
The department is­ 
sued this warning: “All matters of 
the department 
of justice 
for the 
time being will he left to enforce the 
conscription act. 
When 
ever 
the 
assistance 
of the 
department 
is 
needed, state and local officers will 
be sought. 
The officials and agents 
of the department throughout 
the 
counftry have, been instructed ac­ 
cordingly.” 
Federal agents today 
made 
an 
eleventh hour round up of anti-con- 
scriptionists, in final perparation of 
the registration for selective service 
tomorrow. 
Reports 
to the depart­ 
ment of justice indicated, that acti­ 
vity of anti-conscriptionists tomor­ 
row will bft limited and that demon­ 
strations will probably be few. 
Immediately 
after 
registration, 
the question of exemptions will be 
taken 
under consideration by the 
president and his advisors.

Commercial Geography in the Edu­ 
cational Department of The Nationa 
City Bank of New York. 
In these discussions 
of interna 
tional trade, 
said the lecturer, 
in 
which we must talk in terms of mil 
lions and billions, it will be mport- 
ant that we get clearly in mind the 
relative value of 
these 
I wo great 
measures of quantity. 
Let us taki 
a simple and famiilar subject as i* 
method of determining the compara 
tive greatness 
of 
the 
two terms 
‘‘millions” and “billions.” 
We al 
know how rapidly an expert count 
er of coin will manipulate them. Th 
Treasury experts will count 
4,00‘ 
silver dollars in an hour and keep i 
ip all day long; but that 
is thei1 
imit. 
Working 
eight hours a day 
then, an expert 
counter 
of coin- 
will count 32,000 silver dollars in j 
day, but how long will it take him, a 
that rate, to count a million dollars 
Thirty-one days. 
But that is onl? 


the beginning of the measurement of 
great figures, for if this same man 
were to go on counting silver dol- 
ars at the same rate of speed for 
.0 years he would find that he had 
only counted one hundred million of 
;hem and that to 
count 
a billion 
dollars would require 102 years 
of 
steady work 
at the rate of 
eight 
lours per day during every work­ 
ing day of the 102 years. So when 
you begin to talk of billions of dol 
ars, in the measurement 
of 
our 
commerce or that 
of the world, 
please remember that a billion is 
thousand times as much 
as a mil­ 
lion. 
Another illustration of the large 
number represented 
by the 
terra 
‘billion” 
is found in the fact tha 
one billion silver dollars laid down in 
a line, each touching its neighbors 
preceding and following it, 
woulc 
form a line sufficient 
to 
stretch 
practically around 
the world, the 
exact number of silver'dollars re 
quired 
to form 
a continuous line 
equal to the earth’s circumference 
at the equator being 1,052,000,000. 
It is only within a comparatively 
recent date that the United States 
became ' a billion 
dollar 
country, 
Speaker Reed coined 
this 
phrase 
“the United Slates has become 
billion dollar country” 
when some 
body complained of the fact that 
certain Congress, of which he 
was 
then Speaker, had appropriated over 
a billion dollars for Government ex 
i 
penses during its two ~years of ex 
istence, but no single year now pass 
es in which appropriations 
do not 
exceed a billion dollars. It was only 
in the year 1892 
that 
exports of 
domestic 
merchandise 
from 
the 
United States first crossed the bil 
lion dollar line, by 1911 
they ex 
ceeded two billions, in the calendar 
year 1914 were three 
billions, 
in 
1915 three and 
one-half 
billions 
and in 1916 nearly 
five and 
one 
half billions. The money in circula­ 
tion in the United States first cross­ 
ed the billion dollar 
line 
in 1881, 
out was two billions in 1900, three 
billions in 
1908, 
four billions 
in 
1915, and $5,415,000,00 on May 1, 
1917.
